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Report of the 
County Commissioners 


The Commissioners of Coos County herewith submit their re- 
ports of the various County Officials and departments for the 
year 1981. 


1981 has been an interesting and challenging year for your 
County government. The new administration in Washington and 
its policies have placed in motion the promised transfer of social 
program responsibilities back to the states and the nation’s local 
governments. The President’s budget contained the first of many 
‘‘Block Grants’’ which have reduced the federal expenditure for 
social programs, It is apparent that at this time the reduction in 
controls, regulations and mandates under which we all must op- 
erate have not yet taken place. The final outcome of the New 
Federalism is still to be felt by the property taxpayers of New 
Hampshire, Despite the uncertainties of the federal and state 
support for social service programs, 1981 ended with a very sub- 
stantial operating surplus in the Coos County budget. As of the 
date of this report the Commissioners can predict that there will 
be no increase in County taxes for 1982. 


The welfare program delivery system revisions that were un- 
derway a year ago have had an opportunity to operate for a full 
year. The success of the changes can best be measured by the 
dollar savings that have been realized in the general assistance 
programs. The combined cost was 65% less than the 1980 expen- 
ditures and 54% less than the 1981 budget. The Commissioners 
feel that the recommended changes in the welfare system have 
proven to be fiscally sound but the cost savings have still allowed 
sufficient revenues to satisfy the needs of the County’s needy. 


At the County Farm in West Stewartstown the changes im- 
plemented in the operations during the year have been success- 
ful and milk production is at or near an all time high. We pre- 
dict that the farm will operate in the black in 1982. 


The two County operated nursing homes completed 1981 
with each showing an operating profit. The occupancy rates were 
near 100%. Again, these facilities have met the needs of the 
county’s elderly at no cost to the property taxpayers. 
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The Commissioners wish to thank all of the County’s dedi- 


cated employees for their service to the County’s citizens. We 
also wish to thank the County Delegation for their support not 
only in the affairs of the County but also for their work in Con- 
cord during the Legislative session. And of course, we thank all 
of the citizens of the County for your support and we pledge to 
do our best in 1982 to continue to provide County services that 
are both efficient and cost effective.

Colebrook Selectman Frank Owens suggested that the dele- 
gation think twice before voting mandated programs while serv- 
ing in the legislature.

Peter Revere spoke on his program RSVP which is a must in 
Coos County. 


Dr. McDowell spoke for Family Planning which is funded

The Nursing Hospital was fortunate in obtaining a consultant 
Speech Pathologist and is continuing its efforts to obtain an 
Occupational Therapist. 


The Nursing Hospital had 100 admissions, 96 discharges for a 
total of 34,731 patient days for a 94% utilization. 


The Jail and House of Correction has had a 24% increase -in 
utilization over 1980. There were 143 jail admissions, 120 house 
of correction admissions for a total of 6,618 inmate days. 


This operation has experienced much improvement. The 
adoption of new policies and procedures based on the American 
Correctional Association guidelines and a new classification sys- 
tem has contributed greatly toward this success. 


The Farm has been a year of evaluation and reorganization. 
Although the operation has resulted in-a loss for 1981, manage- 
ment projects that it should again be profitable in 1982. The 
milk production has exceeded the years 1979, 1980 and is pro- 
jected to surpass production of prior years. 


We wish to take this opportunity to thank all who have 
donated to the Nursing Hospital Memorials. All gifts are sincerely 
appreciated by all patients. Our sincere gratitude to the many 
individuals, groups and organizations who give so generously 
of their time to bring pleasure to our patients and inmates at the 
Jail and House of Correction. 


May we also express our appreciation to our dedicated 
employees, loyal supervisors, the County Commissioners, and the 
Coos County Delegation for their support and assistance this 
past year.

COOS COUNTY NURSING HOME - BERLIN 


Again, it gives me great pleasure to submit this, my sixth 
annual report to the County Commissioners, the County Dele- 
gation and the Citizens of Coos County, N.H. 


Financially the Home finished in an enviable position. Expen- 
ditures were less than anticipated, 2nd income exceeded antici- 
pated revenues. The Home finished in the black. 


I was instrumental during the year in obtaining the services 
of a part-time Consultant Occupational Therapist. This acquisi- 
tion now completes the staffing of part-time Consultants required 
by the standards of the Medicaid program as administered and 
audited by the Bureau of Health Facilities, Department of Health 
and Welfare, State of New Hampshire. 


During the year there were eighteen (18) new admissions to 
this institution. Sixteen (16) deaths during the year, four (4) 
of which occurred after being transferred to a hospital. During 
the year there were seventy-five (75) patients who were trans- 
ferred to a hospital for acute care treatment. As noted above 
four (4) of these did not return to this institution. 


The rate of occupancy as in past years continued to be above 
98%. Again, were it not for the beds being saved while a patient 
was in the hospital, the rate would be at 100%. There is still a 
waiting list of prospective patients, At year end there were thirty 
(30) people on the waiting list. 


Again this year, the Nursing Home is cooperating with the 
Regional Vocational Center at Berlin High School by providing 
clinical experience opportunities for students in the Health 
Occupations Program. Thirty-two (32) students from Berlin, 
Gorham, Groveton, North Stratford participated in this program 
during the past year. 


Also during the year, the Nursing Home has cooperated with 
the New Hampshire Vocational Technical College in Berlin by 
providing geriatric clinical -experience for students enrolled in the 
college’s practical nursing curriculum, The purpose of this pro- 
gram is to correlate theory and nursing skills so that the students 
may become entry level practical nurses. There were seventeen 
(17) students -who particpated in this program. 
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During the year, the Nursing Home provided two (2) nursing 
assistant programs. The programs were jointly sponsored by the 
New Hampshire Department of Education, Division of Vocational 
Technical Education and the Northern Employment Training 
Administration. There were a total of twenty-one (21) students 
who graduated, and each received a certificate from the State 
of New Hampshire. Each program consisted of one hundred 
sixty (160) hours per student. 


I would like to express my appreciation to the County 
Commissioners and to every member of the County Delegation 
for their continued support. On behalf of the patients, I would 
like to thank those groups of citizens and service organizations 
who have come into our Home to provide comfort and entertain- 
ment to our patients. I would like to express my appreciation 
to my Department Managers for their unending support and 
assistance throughout the year. To the backbone of this organiza- 
tion, the rest of the loyal employees of Coos County Nursing 
Home who provide that close personal touch, a very special thank 
you.

We have attempted to provide a greater number of medical 
services to our patients on an on-going basis. Several physicians 
have established practice in the Berlin area and are now members 
of our medical staff. Specialty services in the areas of dermatolo- 
gy and opthalmology are provided as needed.
